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Claims : 

1. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
characterized in that it consists of a receptacle body 1 having 
an ironing part and a cap body 2 with an applicator 3, said appli- 
cator 3 consists of an application part 6 formed with a material 
whose surface rigidity is 80 or less in the JIS test method K7215, 
and of a shaft 5, the diameter of said shaft 5 is approximately the 
same as that of the bore of said ironing part 4, and said applica- 
tion part 6 has a shape being notched in part of said shaft 5. 

2. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
characterized in that it consists of a receptacle body 1 having 
an ironing part and a cap body 2 with an applicator 3, said appli- 
cator 3 consists of an application part 6 formed with a material 
whose surface regidity is 80 or less in the Jis test method K7215, 
and of a shaft 5, said ironing part 4 is constituted by an elastic 
material, the bore of said shaft 5 is slightly larger than the bore 
diameter of said ironing part 4, and said application part 6 has a 
shape being notched in part of said shaft 5. 

3. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition accord- 
ing to claim 1, wherein the material which forms said applicator 3 
and whose surface hardness in the Jis test method K7215 is 80 or 
less, is a thermoplastic polyester base elastomer. 
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4. A receptacle for viscous Liquid cosmetic composition 
according to claim 2, wherein the material which forms said 
applicator 3 and whose surface hardness in the JIS test K7215 is 
80 or less, is a terepbthalic acid base copolymer. 

5. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
according to any one of claims 1 to 3, wherein the application 
part 6 is of plate-like configuration. 

6. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
according to any one of claims 1 to 4, wherein said shaft 5 and 
said application part 6 are formed by injection molding method. 

7. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
according to any one of claims 1 to 5, wherein said receptacle is 
is the one for oily cosmetics or cosmetics based on oil solution. 

8. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
according to any one of claims 1 to 7, wherein the cosmetic compo- 
sition to be filed has a viscosity of 1,000mm pascal/sec or higher, 
and the consistency value (use of 30g aluminium cone in the JIS 
test method K2524) has a viscostiy softer than 100. 

9. A receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition 
according to any one of claims 1 to 7, wherein the cosmetic compo- 
sition to be filled has a viscosity of 8,000 to 80,000mm pascal/ sec.

INDUSTRIAL FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

This invention relates to a receptacle for viscous liquid cos- 
metic composition, and more particularly to a receptacle for viscous 
liquid composition, in which receptacle a cosmetic composition having 
a liquid or pasty viscosity is filled up, and said receptacle is 
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integrated with an application body easier to be applied to a re- 
quired part.

EMBODIMENTS 

The invention will now be described more in detail, by way of 
an embodiment, with reference to the accompanying drawings.

Fig. 1 is a view showing the appearance of the receptacle for 
viscous liquid cosmetic composition of the invention; Fig. 2 is a 
longitudinally sectional view seen from the front; Fig. 3 is a longi- 
tudinally sectional view seen from the side; and Fig. 4 is an enlarged 
view of the longitudinal section near the. ironing part. In the draw- 
ings, the reference numeral 1 designates a receptacle body, 2 a lid 
bo^y, 3 an applicator, 4 an ironing part, 5 a shaft, 6 an application 
part, 7 a lid screw thread, and 8 a receptacle screw thread respective- 
ly.

The receptacle for viscous liquid cosmetic composition shown in 
the drawings consists of the receptacle body 1 and the lid body 2 
which can respectively be sealed by the screw threads 7 and 8 pro- 
vided there. The applicator 3 is secured to the lid 2.

Said applicator 3 is constructed integrally with the shaft 5 and 
the application part 6, and it is made of a material whose surface 
hardness tdurbmeter, D-scale) by the JIS test method K7215 is 80 or 
less. As the material whose surface hardness by said method is 80 
or less, there can be mentioned, for example, thermoplastic polyester 
base elastomer and the like. As a preferable material there can be 
mentioned terephthalic acid base copolymer, and as commercially 
available articles it is possible to use, for example, Hytrel 3548, 
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4047, 4767, 5557, etc. (all being Toray-Du Pont make). Further, 
as the method for preparing the applicator the injection molding 
method is preferable.

By using the material satisfying the above conditions it is 
capable of obtaining the applicator 3 having suitable elasticity 
thereby enabling a predetermined part to be applied with the vis- 
cous liquid cosmetic composition of intended quantity.

Moreover, as described above the applicator 3 is constituted by 
the shaft 5 and the application part 6, but it is preferable that the 
diameter of the shaft 5 is approximately the same as the. bore diameter 
of the ironing part 4, and more preferably said diameter may be 
slightly larger than the bore diameter. That is, if the bore diameter 
of the ironing part 4 is approximately the same as the shaft diameter 
the function as ironing can be achieved, but for better ironing pro- 
perty it is preferable that an elastic material like rubber is used, 
its bore diameter is made slightly smaller than the shaft diameter, 
and ironing is carried out while the ironing part 4 is brought into 
close contact with the shaft 5 (in practice, preferably, the ironing 
is in the small range of about 0.1 to 0.3mm).

Further, preferably, the application part 6 is in the shape 
partly notched from the shaft 5. That is, with that shape, when the 
application part 6 is taken out of the receptacle, an appropriate 
amount of the viscous liquid cosmetic composition is retained in the 
notched shape portion due to the action of the ironing part 4 so as 
to present easy application. In that case, the notched shape may be 
one in which part of the shaft is notched (removed) in practice or 
one which is formed to make such shape. For example, in the example 
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shown in Fig. 3, the application part is plate-like where both the 
sides are cut off, but not limited to it, for example, the shape 
may be ones as shown in Fig. 5 or Fig. 6 (wherein A is a front view, 
and B a longitudinal section) . Furthermore, for more easy adhesion 
of the viscous liquid cosmetic composition the application part 6 
may be provided with fine concave and convex portions on its surface 
or may be made coarse on the surface.

Fig. 7 shows a sectional view of only the receptacle body 1. As 
will be understood from Fig. 7, the ironing part 4 exists inside the 
mouth portion of the receptacle 1. in said ironing part 4 it is pos- 
sible to remove unnecessary cosmetics adhered to, for example, the 
shaft 5. Said ironing part 4 may be of the material same as the re- 
ceptacle 1 or formed by different material, but it will be preferable 
to form the ironing part 4 by an elastic material such as resins like 
NBR rubber and polyethylene. Further, the shape is skirt- like in 
Fig. 7, but it is not limited thereto, and the ironing part may be 
formed in one side only of the mouth of the receptacle 1. 
Brief Description of the Drawings: 

Fig. 1 is a view showing the apperance of the viscout liquid 
cosmetic composition receptacle according to the invention; 

Fig. 2 is a view showing the longitudinal section of the recepta- 
cle for viscous liquit cosmetic composition according to the invention; 

Fig. 3 is a view showing the longitudinal section seen from the 
side of said receptacle according to the invention; 

Fig. 4 is an enlarged view showing the longitudinal section near 
the ironing part of said receptacle according to the invention; 

Fig. 5 is a view showing another embodiment in respect of the 
application part of said receptacle according to the invention; 

Fig. 6 is a view showing still another embodiment in respect of 
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the application part of said receptacle for viscout liquid cosmetic 
composition according to the invention; and 

Fig. 7 is a view showing the longitudinal section of the re- 
ceptacle body of said receptacle according to the invention.
